A SERIOUS SUBJECT WHICH NEEDS CONSIDERATION 



IT is truly a dreadful thought that 
those who are not the children 
of God are the children of the 
wicked One. 

They are so by choice. They nesd 
not be. God has offered to adopt 
Liicni into His family as His own sous 
and daughters, as 'heirs of God and 
joint-heirs with Christ!' The condi- 
tions of adoption are published 
throughout the world, and in every 
known language. Everybody with a 
Bible, a Testament, or a Gospel in ■ 
their hands can learn and understand 
all about it; or if still befogjred they 
can find a Salvationist on any street 
corner ready to show them the way. 
If they won't take this little trouble 
they have nobody to blame but them- 
selves. 

Murdered Many People 

What sort of a father is this Wicked 
One? Christ tells us that he is 'a 
murderer from the beginning' — that 
meaus that he has murdered many 
people. During the last 6,000 years 
the Bible tells us that he has been 
engaged in the dreadful business of 
murder. He persuaded the Jews and 
Roman* to murder Christ s.vA n;crt 
of the Apostles. What a terrible 
thing to have a murderer for your 
father. How shocked people are when 
they hear of somebody being mur- 
dered. What a dreadful thing it is for 
the family of the murderer. How the 
children hang their faces with shame 
when they go to school. How they 
try to get away to some place or 
country where they will not be known. 
Or perhaps they change their name. 
But what is that compared to being 
a child of this dreadful murderer, 'the 
Wicked One,' who has not only mur- 
dered in the past, but is doing it to- 
day, and who is so clever at the busi- 
ness that he has not only deceived and 
murdered men, but even angels. 

Christ tells us also that he is 'a 
liar,' and that 'there is no truth in 
him.' How we despise a liar ! Nobody 
trusts him. Nobody believes in him 
even when he does speak the truth. 
How dreadful to be 'the child' of such 
a being ! 

Children of the Wicked One beeome 
like him. Christ says that those who 
continue to be the children of the 
Wicked One will imitate him. He will 
make them as bad as himself. He 
will teach them to murder souls by 
their example to disobey God, to 
negleet prayer and the Bible, and to 
'crucify Christ afresh' before a sin- 
ful world. The only way to keep the 
Wicked One out of your heart is to 
open the door and let Christ eome in. 
If you allow the Wicked One to re- 
main there you never know what he 
may lead you to do. 

Are you a backslider ? Once you 
were a child of God. Now you are a 
child of the Wicked One! You know 
what it is to be a child of God. You 
have had Him in your heart. How 
beautiful was your experience then. 
But now He has gone, and you have 
allowed the Winked One to come back. 



Perhaps he. came in dressed up as an 
angel of light. But you soon found 
him out. Now you know God is gone! 
Unless you get Him back, all is lost! 

What peaceful hours you once enjoyed, 
IIow swsst their memory still ! 

But they hav6 left an aching void 
The world can never fill. 

Do not lose a moment. Put up the 
prayer of the prodigal while you read 
these lines. 

Are you a sinner ? Have you never 
had Christ in your heart? Have you 
never been bom again — never become 
converted ? Then you are still a 
child of the Wicked One. You cannot 
he anything else. You must be bora 
again to enter the Kingdom of 
Heaven, You must have Christ in 
your heart. You cannot fight the 
Wicked One without His help. Cry 
out to Him just now. He has said, 
'Him that Cometh unto Me I will in 
no wise cast out.' 

What is this Wicked One like ? 
Perhaps you will say you are not 
saved, but you are not wicked. You 
are neither a murderer nor a liar. But 
wait a moment.

Though the reports of extens- 
ive unemployment were exaggerated. 
I found there was real need in cer- 
tain cases, therefore we set apart 
several rooms in one of our Homes 
as a. Hostel to serve as a kind of pre- 
ventive Haven for those in need. 

"It was a small but in the circum- 
stances, not unimportant effort, six 
men being provided for at a time. 
The action of the Army stretching 
out a helping hand in this connec- 
tion helped to win friends for our 
work. Then we were able to take np 
Hospital visitation work, and our 
visits to the patients were greatly 
appreciated, and they have resulted 
in the Salvation of souls." 
Amongst the Natives 

"But in the main it was the natives 
to whom you went was it not?" 

"Yes, the preponderance of the 
native population, not only in the 
city but further afield, made us feel 
that the chief work of the Army was 
amongst them." 

It is with satisfaction the Colonel 
states that during a period of ten 
weeks some three hundred people 
knelt at the mercy seat seeking Sal- 
vation. With so many souls to deal 
with the Colonel was more conscious 
of the need of Having the proper kind 
of interpreter and he prayed to he 
leu aright in the matter. Swahili is 



the language spoken and it was not 
easy to obtain the proper helpers for 
this purpose.., 

In this connection the Colonel teiis 
the following story. Many years 
ago a British gunboat gave chase to 
an Arab slave dhow. They sank the 
dhow, made prisoners of the Arab 
slave-raiders, and placed the liberat- 
ed slaves in Zanzibar under the care 
of missionaries. One of these freed 
slaves in due course accompanied 
some missionaries to Nyasaland 
where he married and had a 
family and dedicated one of 
his sons to be a missionary. The lad 
was sent to Zanzibar to be educated. 
After a time the young man return- 
ed jhome educationally proficient, 
having also learnt English up to 
Standard VII, and Swahili. 

To his father's surprise and anger 
he refused to give himself up to mis- 
sionary work, and as a result he left 
home and went south to Rhodesia. 

"Wherever he went," says the Col- 
onel," he was able to earn well be- 
cause of his education, but education 
was not enough to keep him going 
straight, and he went astray from hit- 
early teaching. 

Won for Christ 

"One day in Bulawayo he heard 
The Salvation Army, and as a result 
he was won for Christ, and from 
that hour felt he ought to give his 
life for the Salvation of souls. He 
became a Candidate for Officership. 
And this is the wonderful part of the 
story, he felt led by the Holy Spirit 
to offer his services specially for 
Kenya where I was working. He was 
moved in this way because he knew 
the Swahili language." 

Commissioner Hoggard agreed to 
the despatch of Candidate Chilwa, as 
the volunteer was called, and accord- 
ingly with many prayers and good 
wishes he ;?t off on the long journey 
from Bulawayo to Nairobi, where to 
the great joy of Colonel Smith and 
his helpers he arrived one day bear- 
ing a letter in the following terms:- 

"We have much pleasure in send- 
ing you our brother, Candidate Chil- 
wa, to help you establish the work 
of The Salvation Army in Kenya. 
Out of love to you and to the work 
we have collected amongst ourselves 
his fare from Bulawayo to Nairobi. 
We pray God to hless you in all 
your labors for the Salvation of 
souls." 



The eyes of Colonel Smith -were 
glistening with appreciation while he 
related this story and told us that 
the Comrades who had contributed 
the nearly £10 for the fare, earned 
from fifteen to forty shillings only 
a month, plus their food. 

"This incident touched me very 
much" declared the Colonel, "and 
gave me increased faith in the possi- 
bility of making first class Salvation- 
ists from our African converts. 

"The arrival of the Candidate, who 
proved a host in himself, added pow- 
er to the flowing tide. The next day 
Major and Mrs. Peat arrived from 
England. Those were two memor- 
able days for us." 

Converts do their Share 

"What steps do you take to con- 
solidate the work?" 

"As far as we can, the converts 
are followed up with a view to help- 
ing things forward. A "wattle and 
daub" building was seemed capable 
of holding one hundred and twenty 
people. It ivas but a humble erec- 
tion but it was an advance for us. 
Believing as the Army does in the 
principle of self-support I met the 
converts and told them that they 
would, as far as possible, be expected 
to help towards the cost of the build- 
ing, and they gladly provided half 
the amount of the outlay. 

"The converts are known by the 
little Army Flags they wear and 
they are very proud of their tiny 
badges which stand for complete 
separation from paganism and all the 
evil that it stands for. 

"You will be glad to learn that in 
most of the Meetings held there a-..- 
seekers after Salvation, and sonic-. 
times, as I have said, there are qui'.c- 
a number at the penitent form in the 
same Meeting. 

Educational Efforts 

"Already the Army is working 
amongst both the adult and young 
life of the Colony and the beginning 
of the educational work has promis- 
ing and permanent elements in it. 

"The educational efforts are along 
the ordinary and industrial lines. It 
is found to be good for the natives 
to be taught to work at such handi- 
crafts as carpentry and building, and 
this is along the line some of the 
educational effort will take. There 
is here, in this connection, a prom- 
ising field for the right kind of 
Officer."

One has just entered the 
Training Garrison in Buenos Ayres 
to be equipped as an Officer. 

Superstition reigns among the 
people, who in. some parts practice 
forms of worship suggestive of the 
old heathen worship of the Incas. 
Most of the people are uneducated 
and poor. 



Brigadier Hauswirth, the Provin- 
cial Officer, says that on their way 
to Bolivia to unfurl the Army Flag 
he and his Comrade Officers were 
approached at one point by -the Chief 
of Police, who mistook them for 
Officers of a foreign Army, but who. 
on seeing their letters of recommen- 
dation from important people, was 
quite satisfied and allowed them to 
proceed with every good wish for 
success. 

Describing his first eontact with 
the Indians, Captain Gregersen says: 
'They were much interested and 
wondered greatly as to the nature of 
the Army's work. How to be saved, 
and what we were out to save, be-

The Salvation Army has gone to 
all parts of the earth, and in 
a large measure has gained success 
wherever it has unfurled its Flag. 
By what aspects of its work is it most 
widelv known among the common 



before the beginning of The Army' 
great Band movement. This, how- 
ever, is a fact. for. at the Annual 
Conference in London in June, 1874, 
one of the resolutions passed was 
this:—

people? Why, surely by its music 
and its singing. No one foresaw that 
such musical results would spring 
from the Army's earliest efforts. 
Viewed from our Founder's start in 
the^East End of London in July, 
1865. nothing could have seemed less 
likely. 

Boisterous Singing 

For some years Army music was 
confined to the singing of Revival 
songs commonly in use among 
people with an aggressive religion. 
Here and there a harmonium, a con- 
certina, a violin, or a cornet was 
brought out to join with the vocal 
efforts, but in those days an instr :- 
ment eould not be said to 'lead' or 
'accompany' the singing, for that was 
so boisterous and strong; nor could 
one or two instruments as then used 
be so played as to provide what could 
be called a proper accompaniment. 
There was little need to employ any 
method for rousing or disciplining 
the publie singing. The fervor of the 
Founder's helpers was sufficient 
under his wise direction to keep the 
singing in a healthy state. 

But it was early seen that special 
people with vocal gifts might do 
good work in other ways than by par- 
ticipating in the general singing. It 
seems strange to record the starting 



'That many of our female Con- 
verts could be most profitably 
formed into Bands of ^Singers to 
visit the homes of the people as 
well as more publicly to sing of 
Salvation,' 

Here we have the origin of our 
Singing Brigades. At the present 
time more than 20,000 Salvationists 
arc enrolled as singers of Salvation, 
the majority singing from music, in 
four-part harmony developing vocal 
powers, and moving forward to true 
skill in the rendering of soul-saving 
music. 

First Army Band 
Apart from the introduction of 
single instruments it is not till the 
year 1878 that we find the first Army 
Band in existence. It came into be- 
ing in an almost accidental way. The 
Army early in the year began work- 
ing on its usual lines in Salisbury. A 
riot broke out; the rough folk, and 
those who for one reason or another 
were antagonistic to trie Army's 
opening up work in that cathedra! 
city, were violent and erucl in their 
opposition. Array Officers were 
assaulted, and the holding of Meet- 
ings was made impossible becanse 
of the noise and singing of vulgar 
song.

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EDITORIAL NOTES 

A Duty and a Privilege 

Salvationists have a very precious 
heritage, on which they cannot pos- 
sibly set too high a value. It is their 
right, and their opportunity, to tes- 
tify to the grace of God. The op- 
portunity is common to all within ■ 
our ranks, and perhaps one of the 
1 most characteristic features of The 
Salvation Army is the readiness of 
its Soldiers to avail themselves of 
what is at once a privilege and a 
duty. 

Speaking upon this subject rec- 
ently, the General uttered a note of 
warning which may well he sounded 
further than his voice cuuid carry. 
Jealous for the maintenance by ev- 
ery Soldier of a personal experience 
worth speaking of, and a readiness 
to proclaim its possession, the Gen- 
eral marked the distinction hetween 
giving a testimony and going off in- 
to a preachment, He spoke of the 
danger of talking round a subject. 
and urged that no one could be con- 
tent to talk about Salvation merely, 
important as that may he, but that 
each one should pee tn it that bis 
or her own experience warrants a 
definite testimony, and thus be able 
to speak from actual knowledge of 
the Grace of God. 

Counsel of this kind should be tak- 
en to heart. There is a g d reason 
for rejoicing that God has graciously 
kept most of our people from falling 
into the snare referred to, and for 
the others we are happy in the belief 
that the General's word to the wise 
will he sufficient. 
Prayer in Action 

When Nehemiah prayed at the 
King's Palace at Sluishan he was of 
a sad countenance, and waited his 
time. When he prayed at Jerusa- 
lem, surrounded by enemies, he kept 
a cheerful face and redoubled his 
efforts to huild the eity walls. At 
fcoth times he did the right thing, 
and by doing it helped to answer 
his own prayer.

He took no small risk in owning 
that the King was right when his 
Majesty surmised that he was un- 
happy - in those days and at the 
despotic court the cure likely to he

Mr. Boxal, a warm friend of The 
Salvation Army who had much to 
do with the last Drive, proposed a 
vote of thanks to the Commissioner. 
Naturally having some knowledge 
of the Army's operations, his heart 
was overflowing with gratitude for 
the great work that was being done 
by the Organization. Mr. C. E. 
Weeks seconded the vote of thanks. 

The Commissioner was accom- 
panied by Lieut.-Colonel Adby and 
Brigadier Moore. The Baud 
and Songsters rendered valuable ser- 
vice. Some fourteen Comt'adcs 
from Eeuelon Falls drove fifteen 
miles to be present at the Meeting. 
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The Salvation Army

Vital information of the fullest 
character within the restricted com- 
pass is given regarding the Army's 
varied work in all parts of tile world 
in which the Flag is flying. An im- 
pressive idea of the extent to which 
the Organization is spreading over 
the globe is given by a ctearly printed 
map showing the 'occupied' Terri- 
tories shaded, accompanied by an ar- 
ticle entitled "The Red on the map." 
Studying this, one realizes what a 
magnificently Divine Imperialism is 
behind the Army and its service, and 
when one turns to the article which 
follows one realizes something of the 
driving force which carries this zeal 
into practical effort. That article is 
entitled 'The Power of Prayer.' in 
Which appears the following striking 
paragraph : — 

"Every day Revivals arc either in 
progress, or in process of being con- 
solidated, in many places throughout 
the seventy-three countries and col- 
onies where the Army is working — 
all the result of prayer ! And when 
the great effort to send one thousand 
Missionaries to the ends of the earth 
i s consummated — probably the 
mightiest event of one thousand 
years — it, too, "ill be a world-wide 
witness to the power of prayer."

HE devices ami power of the 

Devil are never more skilfully 

employed than when one begins 

to pray in sincerity and truth. For 

the Devil knows what is to be gained 

by such praying. 

The mind under the influence of 
prayer, opens to the light of the Spirit. 
Truths, like visions, are perceived by 
the eye of the soul. Holy desires are 
kindled in the heart. The incoming 
of the Spirit of God thrills the soul 
with inexpressible joy. The inclina- 
tion to do right at all costs is strength- 
ened, at times to the confession of 
sin, the mortification of ihe fiesli, and 
the public profession of God's great 
Salvation. 

Common temptations at fixed seas- 
ons of prayer are to hurry through 
them, to present a set form of peti- 
tion and words, and" to consider the 
act of praying as a virtue which atones 
for sins of omission and commission. 
Whoever falls into these temptations, 
and lies down in them as it were, 
sinks proportionately in the estima- 
tion of God, and, in time, of his own 
soul, ami I believe of the Devil. 

But it is not of these snares that 
I wish to speak. They are too far 
away for the sincere and the wary 
to be caught by them. There are other 
temptations often like snakes in the 
grass, that ereep into the souis of 
many while engaged in talking to the 
Lord, successfully alluring them from 
that fixedness of purpose without 
which it is impossible truly to pray. 

Take weariness of the flesh. It may 
seem strange, but it is true neverthe- 
less, that some of the holiest men and 
women have had sorrowfully to admit 
the power of this temptation over 
them. I can understand it. When 
the -spirit wishes to rise, the body at 
once becomes leaden. It is only when 
one realises what is meant by 'heavi- 
ness of the flesh' and its contrariness 
to the thirst and hunger of the spirit 
— unless, indeed, as is the experience 
of many of God's people, they so dis- 
cipline the body as to make it further 
the desire of the soul. 

The body is at war with the spirit, 
and will he, more or less, till the soul 
is emancipated from its earthly tene- 
ment and swallowed up of immortal- 
ity, it is the duty, therefore, of all 
who aspire to a close fellowship with 
the Father and the Son and the Holy 
Ghost to inquire diligently whether 
they permit the body more liberty 
than is good for it and the soul. 

Such things as the undue gratifi- 
cation of the senses, excess of eating, 
indulgence in luxuries anil physical 
recreations — especially when they im- 
mediately precede the time allotted 
for private prayer — wiii certainly 
bring about a powerful temptation to 
submit to the feelings of the body, to 
the detriment and weakening of spir- 
itual health. How can one expect to 
have their soul refreshed with showers 



of blessing from on high shortly after 
partaking of a heavy arid savoury 
meal, or after a time of unhealthy 
gossip and hilarity ? I have again, 
and again been painfully impressed 
with the inconsistency if not mockery 
of going through a form of devotion 
after a period of useless conversation, 
simply because the' moment had ar- 
rived to have 'prayers.!' 

The fact is, almost as much prepara- 
tion is required for prayer as for 
preaching. Many know the penalty 
of speaking without sufficient thought 
and study. If people expect their 
spiritual guides to show evidence of 
care and preparation, how mueh more 
should we qualify ourselves — body, 
soul, and spirit— for approaching in a 
becoming manner and disposition the 
Throne of Grace ! 

The body must not regulate the 
activities of the soui. There are eir- 
cumstances, of course, when the legiti- 
mate demands of the body should be 
complied^ with, in which case it is open 
to question whether it is well or not 
to conform to the outward ohservance 
of prayer, when these demands are 
pressing and rational. Wesley fell 
asleep at prayers on one occasion 
through physical fatigue. Whitfield, 
equally worn out, retired to rest with- 
out going through the form so deal- 
to his brother. When Whitfield awoltc 
mthe morning and found Ms friend 
still in the attitude of devotion but 
fast asleep he reproved him for at- 
taching undue importance to things 
outward. 

God has not called us to spiritual 
bondage. In these experiences let 
each man be persuaded in his own 
mind. My point is that prayer being 
what it is — a great honor, a precious 
privilege, a binding duty— the flesh 
must be sternly, firmly, anil deter- 
minedly disciplined, and whenever it 
seeks, as it surely will, to drag the 
.soul down it must be resisted with 
equal persistence. 

Another harassing influence at 
prayer often arises iiimi the prone- 
ness of the mind to wander. I am 
one of those who believe that the 
powers of Hell are employed here to 
thwart the special visitations of the 
Spirit of God to the soul. Before en- 
tering our chamber or kneeling in 
prayer a good habit is to review the 
day or the hour, as the case may be, 
since last we prayed and to put our- 
selves through a brief self- examina- 
tion, such as 'Have I left undone any- 
thing that I ought to have done 1 In 
what spirit have I discharged the du- 
ties of this day ? Have I entertained 
any thought or cherished any feeling 
out of harmony with the law of iove ? 
Have I shown by look or word any- 
thing which has given unnecessary 
pain or injury to another ? Have I 
been faithful with those under me, 
and true to those over me ? '

NO BIRDS, NO FORESTS 




Six scientific expeditions will be 
stiii uut of New York this spring 
and summer by the Field Museum of 
Natural History. 

The first expedition will proceed 
in the gem-producing districts of 
llnizil. Search will be made for a 
iull series of minerals associated with 
ifie diamond. Two later ■expeditions 
will visit the gold and iron mining 
districts of Brazil and the silver and 
copper producing regions of Pern 
and Bolivia. 

Patagonia, Argentina and Brazil 
will be the objectives of another ex- 
pedition in search of prehistoric 
vertebrae life. Specimen remains of 
the Great Ground Isloth and the 
1'aulpas Horse are to be particularly 
sought. 

Zoological and botanical expedi- 
tions will work together in the in- 
terior oi the Sierras of Centra! l'cru 
and at the sources of the Amazon. 

An archaeological expedition will 
tic sent into Colombia in an attempt 
to solve some of the interrelations of 
the ancient civilizations of the Am- 
ericas. 

The expedition to the Malay pen- 
insula will study the origin and 
migration of the Malay. An attempt 
will he made to penetrate to the 
heart of Uomco by following one oi 
the rivers that end hi the Java Sea. 

WOOD AS FUEL 



kuel value of wood is about in 
proportion to weight of the wood 
when it is thoroughly dry. The 
heavier the dry wood the greater its 
fuel value. Dry wood gives out 
more heal than wet wood because 
with wet wood much of the heat is 
used to evaporate the moisture in 
the wood So it will hum. Cordwood 
from living trees contains from 25 to 
45 per cent of water and when such 
wood is burned it takes about halt 
the wood to dry out the other balf so- 
it will hum. It is, therefore, more 
economical to use dry wood. A 
standard cord, which is a stack of 
wood about eight feet long, four feet 
wide and four feet high, of heavy- 
dry wood has about the same fuel 
value as a ton of hard coal. 

Wood should be thoroughly air- 
dried before it is to he used for fuel. 
In order for rapid seasoning to take 
piace the wood should he piled so 
that the air and sun will have access 
to the pile. It takes from nine to 
twelve months to season cordwood 
thoroughly, although the moisture 
content can he reduced about 65 
per cent, in three months,

HE building of a new railway 
northwards from t'ochri n e 
towards James Bay is likely 
lo lead to great developments in 
Unit part or Ontario. 

The located route of the railway 
extension, the contract for construc- 
tion of which uas let bv the Ontario 
Government on Januarv ff, is north 
from Cochrane through Glaekmever 
anil Blount townships, crossing: the 
Abitibi about JO miles out of Coch- 
rane. Then the line turns westerly 
anil crosses the Abitibi River again 
at the Can-vim; Places Thence the 
line runs northerly down the west 
side oi" the rivry u, Burnt wood Por- 
tage, u few piles above New Post, 
a Hudson Bay station on the 
Abitibi. This is to be completed by 
the end of next year. 

Explorations of the area to be 
served by the railway have shown 
that it is, for the most part, frond 
agricultural land. The soil is chiefly 
clay, and it is worthy of noie thai 
the soil is not deficient in limo, as 
are the soils farther south. It is a 
soil very similar is character to that 
of the area between Lake Huron and 
Lake Ontario. A thick mass of linie- 
beavimr clay, which was doubtless 
formed from erosion of the lime- 
slmie areas farther north, has covered 
the Arehean rocks mirth of Cochrane 
as with a blanket and has Riven the 
area a soil <iuite like I hat of our best 
southern agricultural districts, and 
i]iiiie unlike that of the intervening 
area. 

The shortness of the growing sea- 
son is a disadvantage that may easily 
be overstressed. It is well to re- 
member that New Post, at the end of 
the line, is on the same latitude as 
Winnipeg and south of larfre areas in 
winch grain is successfully grown in 
ihe West. Because of the good soil 
there is. reason to be hopeful that 



agriculture will flourish in spite of the 
severity of the winter season and the 
late arid early frosts. It is on the 
character of the soil that enthusiasts 
pin their faith that Cochrane will 
develop into another Winnipeg. 

Next to the soil the chief known 
natural resources of the area are the 
forests, the value or which has been 
demonstrated in recent years and we 
may expect to see the area contri- 
bute large quantities of material for 
pulp and paper industries as well as- 
limber and lumber for construction. 
There can be little doubt that the 
railway will find for some time its 
chief source of revenue in the forest 
industries. The clearing of the for- 
ests will make the agri-ullui-al devel- 
opment possible, and will for some- 
time be the chief occupation of tbe 
settlers. While tilling of the land 
cannot proceed with the rapidity thai 
it has done in the prairies, there is 
compensation to be found in the for- 
est wealth and the employment thaL 
will be found in wood-euiting opera- 
tions. 

The water powers are of import- 
ance to the railway and to the indus- 
tries of the North. Power for elec- 
tric operation of the railway, power 
for pulp and paper mills, and for 
mining operations, can be made 
available by developing the water 
powers along the part of the Abitibi 
River reached by the railway. The 
harnessinjr of these water powers 
will tie an important factor in the 
development of the Ninth. 

While much has yet to be learned 
regarding the resources of the area 
around Hudson Bay, it is apparent 
that this step northward from Coch- 
rane is not a step in the dark. It is 
a venture into a promising country 
from which have come good reports, 
a country known well by very few, 
and yet a country which is believed 
by many to be welt worth exploiting.

AT 2 a.m. on Tuesday Feh, 14th, 
Ensign Lottie Trimm was pro- 
moted to Glory from the Royal 
Victoria Hospital at Montreal. 
It was a triumphant ending of a 
beautiful life, or better still to say, it 
was a passing from suffering borne 
patiently to Heaven, where pain

and sorrow are unknown. Her 
passing was not unexpected but was 
faced without fear because she had 
a firm belief in God's power to fulfil 
His promises. 

Ensign Trimm had heen a suffer,, 
er for several years, although she 
worked on faithfully. Several opera- 
tions at various intervals became 
necessary in hopes that her health 
might he restored, but complications 
followed until finally God saw fit to 
intervene and take her to Himself. 

The funeral service was conduc- 
ted at the No I Citadel by Brigadier 
Barr, the Divisional Commander, 
assisted by several Officers who were 
personally acquainted with the En- 
sign during her lifetime.

"great outdoors and her cup had been 
filled to its brim with health and 
happiness. The summers, full of the

to cherry ved in the tingling whip of 
winter wind and (laky snow.
